Section 9A of Public 252—76th Congress, approved August 2, 1939, otherwise known as the "Hatch

It is provided in various appropriation acts that no part of the funds so appropriated shall be used 
to pay the salary or wages of any person who advocates, or who is a member of an organization that 
advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United States by force or violence, and that an affi¬ 
davit shall be considered prima facie evidence that the person making the affidavit doe3 not advocate, 
and is not a member of an organization that advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United 
States by force or violence. Such acts provide further that any person who advocates, or who is a 
member of an organization that advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United States by 
force or violence and accepts employment, the salary or wages for which are paid from any such appro¬ 
priation, shall be guilty of a felony and, upon conviction, shall be fined not more than $1,000 or imprisoned 
for not more than 1 year, or both, and that the above penalty shall be in addition to, and not in substitu¬ 
tion for, any other provisions of existing law. ,

lYie Federal Bureau of Investigation baa been designated as the sole civilian 
government investigative agency having Jurisdiction over the investigation of matters 
pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, registration of agents of 
foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, and further, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdiction in a great number of other 
Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, 
National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and numerous others. This Bureau has also been 
designated by Congress as the agency officially responsible for the tabulation and 
dissemination of police statistics for the entire country. Under an act of Congress 
these statistics are gathered and are distributed to thousands of interested police 
and affiliated agencies every six months so that trends in crime, crime records, and 
crime control can be known to those to whom it is of most interest. Further than 
this, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the agency having 
jurisdiction over the classification and maintenance of fingerprint records not only 
on a national basis but on an international basis. The greatest depository of finger¬ 
print records in the world is maintained by the Federal Bureau of Investigation in 
Washington, D. C. We have over fifty-three million sets of fingerprints on hand 
today and are receiving fingerprint records at a rate of approximately,105,000 each 
day. The military and naval authorities have Issued orders that all employees of 
manufacturing plants pperating under contracts with the \Tar Department or Navy Depart¬ 
ment must be fingerprinted and their fingerprints sent to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for search against our existing files. Obviously the purpose of such 
an order is to ascertain the criminal background, if any, of. persons who are occupying 
positions where they have access to confidential information and to eliminate from 
such positions those persons whose records Indicate that their interests are not those 
of our government. 

We are also receiving fingerprint records of all persons enlisting or 
being inducted into the array and other military and naval services. All employees 
of the Federal government are fingerprinted and their fingerprints searched through 
our files for prior criminal records, again for the purpose of guarding against the 
employment of persons in the Federal government whose backgrounds indicate that 
they might not function to the best interests of our government. We are receiving 
thousands of criminal fingerprints from all police agencies throughout the country 
and it is essential that these fingerprints be handled promptly and the contributing 
agency advised of any prior record so that justice may be intelligently administered. 
By means of this procedure the Federal Bureau of Investigation is able to identify 
thousands of fugitives from Justice each year who otherwise might not be identified 
by local police agencies who do not have the benefit of prior criminal records as 
reflected on fingerprint cards which were made at the time of some previous arrest. 
Many such persons are wanted for a previous criminal act by some other law enforce¬ 
ment agency and are presently attempting to disguise their true identity through 
assuming a fictitious name. This ruse on their part is penetrated through the 
science of fingerprinting and the Federal Bureau of Investigation is enabled to 
advise the interested) local law enforcement agency of the-true identity of the 
individual and he can be held for appropriate prosecutive action, whereas if not 
identified, he quittf* possibly would have been released to continue his depredations 
against society. 

Our criminological laboratory handles the scientific examination of evi¬ 
dence in cases investigated by the Federal and local law enforcement agencies. A 
very high percentage of the work presently being performed by the Technical Labora¬ 
tory is in connection with the national war effort. Evidence collected in suspected 
sabotage cases is examined by the scientists in our laboratory who are qualified to 
handle examinations of almost any technical nature. The personnel in the Technical 



Laboratory have been tn> ,ied through education and experi_.»ce to handle such subjects 
as analytical chemistry, qualitative and quantitative analysis, ballistics tests, 
microanalysis examinations, spectrographic examinations, cryptograph and cryptanalysis 
work, and many other highly technical examinations. 

The Files Section of the Federal Bureau of Investigation contains files on 
hundreds of thousands of individuals whose activities are of the greatest importance 
to the country today. It is highly important that we maintain in the Files Section 
a nucleus of experienced personnel so that the information contained therein can be 
made readily available to the supervisory personnel of this Bureau and also be made 
available to other governmental agencies such as the State Department, Military 
Intelligence Division, Office of Naval Intelligence, and the Immigration and Natural¬ 
ization service. It is most essential that only the most trusted employees be 
assigned to this work because of the highly confidential material that is contained 
in our files. 

All of the functions of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are so closely 
inter-related that it is essential that qualified and experienced personnel be 
available not only to perform their own work but to train new employees. The 
Congress of the United States has passed several bills within the past year approv¬ 
ing an increase in the personnel. When it is considered that the work of this 

Bureau is highly confidential it can be appreciated that the selection of personnel 

must be made with great care. It has been our experience that only one employee is 
obtained from every one hundred persons who have applied. It is necessary that 
each employee be investigated thoroughly so tha’i there will be no possibility of 
having a person in our service who is not loyal to the United States. We have found 
that it is extremely difficult to secure qualified persons for almost any of the 
positions that are available. At the present time we have approximately 1,500 em¬ 
ployees less than the number that has been authorized by Congress. Every effort is 
being made to obtain these additional employees as they are badly needed in order 
for us to properly carry on the work that has been assigned to us. We are endeavor¬ 
ing to obtain these additional persons without interfering in any way with the admin¬ 
istration of the Selective Training and Service Act. In all positions where possible 

we are utilizing the services of female employees. With the exception of Special 

Agents' and Laboratory Scientists' positions, no appointment of male employees who 
may be eligible for military service are being made. It is absolutely necessary, 
however, that our experienced personnel be maintained so that the new personnel can 
be adequately supervised and trained. 

All employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation have been working at 
top speed to keep abreast of our duties. The regular work week has been extended to 
44 hours, and in addition to that, enployees are performing a tremendous amount of 
overtime and no compensation whatever is paid for the overtime service performed. 

Our Special Agent investigators are performing no less thhfi four hours a day over¬ 
time service and the ( clerical personnel is performing between one and two hours a 
day overtime service. Obviously very little consideration ‘han be given to replac¬ 
ing an experienced’ employee until such time as we are able to build up our present 
staff to the number authorized and needed. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are given twelve 
weeks of training which embraces 535 hours of study. During that period of time 
they are trained not only in investigative techniques and procedures, but are quali¬ 
fied in the handling of firearms, mechanical devices, and technical devices in use 
by the Bureau. After entering the Field service which follows their training period, 
their skill of course increases with their length of service in the Field. It would 



obviously, therefore, be Impossible to adequately replace an experienced Special 
Agent until the replacement had been In the service an equal length of time. 

The science of the classification of fingerprints is one of the most 
exacting in the world today. Employees in law enforcement organisations handling 
fingerprint activities are of a profession which demands the utmost skill and 
honesty in the practice of that profession. In the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
we train Fingerprint Technicians through classroom and practical study for a period 
of approximately six months. At the end of that time those employees are qualified 
to examine sets of fingerprints and to identify like sets. This science cannot be 
taught overnight and the loss of a fingerprint man at any stage of his training or 
employment is a severe blow to the Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time 
when we are receiving thousands of sets of prints from all of the coordinated activ¬ 
ities of the Government and from local law enforcement agencies. 

The Laboratory Scientists of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, all 
graduate scientists, are thoroughly schooled in the science of criminology and today 
are performing duties pertaining to the successful war effort one hundred percent 
of their time. Their training in this field, embracing all sciences of laboratory 
examination which includes cryptography, chemistry, ballistics, geology, serology, 
and many others, has been invaluable in the solving of espionage, sabotage, and 
other subversive activities. It is essential that these scientists many times per¬ 
form their scientific work in the field under such conditions that they could not 
be replaced with employees not possessing their physical attributes. 

Bureau employees in positions aforementioned and for whom deferments are 
requested possess technical and scientific skills which renders them irreplaceable 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time.

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SPECIAL AGENTS 


This position has been designated as a key position by the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga¬ 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic¬ 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis¬ 
tic qualifications,,or have basic educational, training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, Cryptography, mineralogy, metallog¬ 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorouB 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of. 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical health. 
The average work -week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Sp'ecial Agent, regardless of his 
particular quajification, is Buch that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to. the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. ’ 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave 
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Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical processes, such as those neces¬ 
sary -for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers 
upon firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveil¬ 
lances of subjects of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many 
months, and when necessary, to assume a necessary charaqter to enable them to fit 
in an undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

The arduousness and importance of the work of Special Agents of the 
Fedoral Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized by the military and naval 
leaders. The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations from reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that those Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present assignments than if they were to be called into active 
naval service. The Secretary of War, in 1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special Agent^ of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in the Army. The Secretary of War at that time advised 
the Special Agents that their employment in the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national defense as to necessitate their remaining at their posts of duty 
despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States Army, 
and the request was made that these Agents, through the proper channels, 8 ubmJ-„ 
their resignations from their commissions. 

General Lewis B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed out 
in his Directive to all Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent 
positions of the FBI were most important and essential to the national health, 
safety, and interests, and that the national defense functions of the FBI should 
not be impaired by the removal of trained personnel from critical positions in 
the Bureau. 

The position of Special Agent has always been considered the most crit¬ 
ical of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk of work placed 
upon us due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff 
be available for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
cannot continue to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort 
would most certainly be given to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical 
to the best interests of the country today. Up to the present time the full com¬ 
plement of Special Agent personnel has not been secured and every effort is being 
made to secure the necessary additional Special Agent personnel.

SPECIAL AGENTS 


This position has been designated as a key position by the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga¬ 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic¬ 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-five and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis¬ 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Ag nts are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog¬ 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must mee> the physical standards and requirements for 
this'position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notipp to go to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they mus-t. be in excfbilent physical health. 
The average work w^flek for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to’, the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave 



Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical processes, such as those neces¬ 
sary for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers 
upon firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveil¬ 
lances of subjects of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many 
months, and when necessary, to assume a necessary character to enable them to fit 
in an undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

The arduousness and importance of the work of Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized by the military and naval 
leaders. The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent employees of the Federal 3ursau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations from reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that those Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present assignments than if they were to be called into active 
naval service. The Secretary of War, in 1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in the Army. The Secretary of War at that time advised 
the Special Agent that their employment in the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national defense as to necessitate the'ir remaining at. their posts of duty 
despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States Army,• 
and the request was made that these Agents, through the proper channels, submit 
their resignations from their commissions. 

General Lewis B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed out 
in his Directive to all Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent 
positions of the FBI were most important and essential to the national health, 
safety, and interests, and that the national defense functions of the FBI should 
not be impaired by the removal of trained personnel from critical positions in 
the Bureau. 

The position of Special Agent has always been considered the most crit¬ 
ical of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk of work placed . 
upon us due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff 
be available for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
cannot continue to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort 
would most certainly be given to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical 

to the best interests of the country today. ,’ r

Appeal Procedure 

Any person entitled to do so may take an appeal to the board oi appeal within 10 days after the above date 
of mailing of Notice of Classification to registrant in either of the following ways: 

,(1) By filing with the local board a written notice of appeal. Such notice need not be in any particular form 
but must state the name of the registrant and the name and identity of the person appealing so as to 
show the right of appeal. 

(2) By signing the “Appeal to Board of Appeal” on the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form 40). 

The person appealing may attach to his notice of appeal or to the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form 40) 
a statement specifying the respects in which he believes the local board erred, may direct attention to any infor¬ 
mation in the registrant’s file which he believes the local board has failed to consider or give sufficient weight, and 
may set out in full any information which was offered to the local board and.which the local board failed or 
refused to include in the registrant’s file. 

Appeal to the President from classification by the board of appeal may be taken at any time within 10 days 
after the date of mailing of notice to registrant, provided the registrant was classified by the board of appeal in 
either Class I-A, Class I-A-O, or Class IV-E and one or more members of the board of appeal dissented from such 
classification. Otherwise, the decision of the board of appeal is final except when an appeal is taken to the Presi¬ 
dent either by the State Director of Selective Service or the Director of Selective Service on the ground that he 
deems it to be in the national interest or necessary to avoid an injustice.

The attached communication constitutes the annual efficiency 
rating of the above-named Special Agent. 

Agent VELDE is neat in his dress, and he makes a very good 
personal appearance. He is somewhat quiet and reserved but has a pleasant, 
cheerful personality, is energetic, and gets along well with his fellow 
employees. He has a very gpod approach, is easy in his manner, well poised, 
and conveys a serious, businesslike, confident impression. He has demon¬ 
strated that he possesses a very good knowledge of his duties and makes 
, application of his training. He has shown good judgment end is alert and 

self-reliant. He has indicated that he possesses initiative and resource- 
fulness and has the ability to think out his own problems. He has a suf- 
v ficient amount of force and agressiveness to properly handle his assign¬ 
ments. Agent VELDE has demonstrated a very good attitude, is very coopera- 
^ tive, thoughtful, and interested in work. There is no question as to his 
loyalty to the Bureau, and it is noted that he has volunteered for extra 
v duty assignments. He appears to be physically fit for the performance of 
his duties. 




Agent VEIDE maintains his desk and file drawer neatly and in 
order. He is a good automobile driver, is better than average in his use 
of the typewriter, but does not take shorthand. He has better than average 
ability in the use of the Bureau's camera equipment, and it is noted that 
he has voluntarily attended photography classes on his own time. He has 
operated on both technical and physical surveillances and has done a very 
good, workmanlike job. He has utilized pretexts and can handle contacts 
of a relatively delicate nature. He is somewhat better than average in 
dictation, and the quality and quantity of his work are in the same cate¬ 
gory. He has testified in moot court and has received'* rating of excel¬ 
lent as a witrieps. Due to his demeanor, I believe he could be utilized on 
a dangerous assignment. He is capable of favorably impressing law enforce¬ 
ment officials and business executives in his contacts with them and has 
demonstrated an ability to organize and initiate investigations and to 
plan his own work. He can handle assignments of a complex nature and re¬ 
quires somewhat less than average supervision.

During the period covered herein, Agent VELDE has been assigned 
to the Communist squad and has done a variety of work. He has engaged in 
the general investigation of individual Communist Political Association 
members, and he has spent several months in the full-time operation of a

technical surveillance. At the present time he is assigned to maintenance 
and installation work in connection v.ith technical surveillances on the 
Communist squad, and his services have been highly satisfactory. It is 
noted that he has received the Bureau's sound training course as well as 
the lock course and in addition, he has prior knowledge of radio and has 
the ability to construct, operate and maintain radio transmitters and 
receivers, and he also has knowledge of other forms of communication. 

On the basis of his background as well as his current operations in this 
field, I regard Agent VELDE as being well above average in the sound and 
technical field. Agent VELDE has volunteered for several highly confi¬ 
dential operations involving the obtaining of information from very con-^ 
fidential sources and his vcrk has contributed much of value. Agent 
VELDE has some knowledge of the German language ‘largely based on three 
years of college study. He has functioned very adequately as a complaint 
man, has participated in agents' conferences and submitted new ideas. 

Agent VELDE is a dependable, reliable, and competent investiga¬ 
tor end he shows above-average ability. He has not demonstrated executive, 
administrative, or supervisory ability, but; he has possibilities of de¬ 
veloping along this line. He is making good progress, and his future 
prospects are very good. At the present time I rate him as very good in 
Grade CAF 11.

Mr. Velde related to tae the hietX' of the injury to his 
eye rhich occurred on the evening before, namely December 7, 19M. 
Nis eye vas very inflamed j nd he apparently vas in considerable 
discortfort and pain. I examined the eye for a foreign body but 
was un tie to see anything but. the severe inflammation rl ich *as 
present throughout the eye ;jid difficult to loc-.iize to or.e eoeci- 
fic point. Under ny direction Ur. Velde irrigated hir, eye with a 
weak boric acid solution and I applied an opthelmic boric ointment 
to the eyelids and irritated area surrounding the eye. I then ad¬ 
vised Mr. Velde to proceed to the United States Marine hospital for 
orooer diagnosis and treatment.

The Thomas 
group has recently been questioning Steve Nelson, allegedly once the chief 
operator on the West Coa3t for the NKVD. Velde was stationed with the FBI 
in California in 1943 when Nelson was under investigation there. 


w "The GOP candidate served on the San Francisco Communist Squad 

y for two years as a member of the second story squad which installed technical 
J and microphone taps on phones in order to get information from Communist 
l Party Headquarters in that city and from Steve Nelson's home. V®lde's part 
in the West Coast investigation began when he was transferred to San Francisco 
from Salt Lake City in March, 1943.

hear them searching the roam, but Nelson and Weinberg finally gave up and 
decided there was no microphone. After that, they sat down and Weinberg 
said he had a little information, not much, but it will help. Weinberg 
apparently took a sheet of paper from his pocket and read a complicated 
chemical formula which Nelson took down. The Agent reported this to Naval 
Intelligence and G-2. Subsequently the FBI trailed Weinberg and found 
that ha was employed in a research laboratory and a 24 hour surveillance 
was put on both. 

Russian Consulate Contact 

"A short time later a call was imade.cJ from the Russian Consulate 
in San Francisco by a man named Kheifets to the Russian Embassy in Washington, 
asking the Ti.ird Secretary to come to the West Coast on an urgent matter. 

Several days passed before Kheifets called Nelson and they arranged a meeting 
in a park near St. Joseph Hospital in San Francisco. Agents saw Nelson hand 
Kheifets something, apparently the formula. 

"The Third Secretary fran Washington contacted Nelson at his home 
and talked about getting in touch with other staff members of the Radiation 
Laboratory. During this conversation an Agent on the tap heard the Third 
Secretary count out ten bills. Nelson exclaimed, ‘You count out money like 
you are a banker. 1 The Third Secretary said that for any more information 
there would be more money. 

"It was at this time Valde was put on the Second Story Squad. 

The first story he provided on the West Coast was that Arthur Adams was 
reported to be the spy ring head. When Judge Valde left the FBI in 1945, 
enough evidence had been gathered against 150 US Communists and fellow travellers 
to make cases against them under peace espionage. The FBI labeled the affair 
the Comrap Case, a contraction for Communist Apparatus. The FBI never followed 
up the investigation to obtain conviction of the 150 involved, Judge Valde 
said, for some reason unknown to him. Before more specific investigation could 
be instituted he said it would be necessary to get the consent of Atttomey 
General Biddle. Judge Valde understood all reports on the investigation were-' 

I furnished to President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

"Judge V^lde left Peoria by plane at 6j00 p.m.'/ Thursday and took 

the 7:45 p.m. plane,out of Chicago to Washington." . v .

With reference to the attached telephone call from SAC

Service Clubs. Mr. Poster advised that on that occasion he spent several 
hours with Valde, including a visit to his home where he met Mrs. Valde. 
During the course of various discussions which took place, Valde spoke 
very highly of the Bureau and indicated he held it in Mgh^esteem. He 
told Mr. Poster that under no circumstances has he o^fi^nS ever discuss 
his activities in the Bureau - - not even wfth his wife. Mr. Poster said 
that the man appeared to be sincere and as k matter of fact, he was looked 
upon as a good contact by the Springfield Office. 

SAC Poster stated that he had an excellent chance of being 
elected as Congressman from the Peoria District. He stated further that 
he has made no inquiry concerning this matter and does not intend doing 
so in the absence of specific instructions from the Bureau.

j It will be recalled that Harold Velde was formerly assigned to the 

San Francisco Field Division from 19U3 until 19U5, where he was assigned to 
the maintenance of technical surveillances. Several of these surveillances 
we,re being conducted in conjunction with matters arising out of the investigations 
in the Comrap and Cinrad cases. 



An analysis of Velde’s testimony before the House Coimnittee shows that 
it was primarily concerned with Soviet espionage efforts directed at the atomic 
installation at Berkeley, California. Velde'te testimony is replete with in- 
'accuracies involving important facts, names and dates. 


It will also be noted that Velde offered as fact to the Committee hip 
own personal conclusions. 

Pursuant to yourrequest, I have had prepared a detailed analysis of 
Velde's testimony before the House Committee on Un-American Activities. Thife 
analysis is a compilation prepared by the*S!>n Francisco Office and from the facta 
they are available in tne Bureau's fi^js.

9*IW0i*v vt, WW» a news story appeared la *ti»e fce 
ftoiia, Illinois, which carried the headline "Judge Velde flying 
to Tell of Atomic Secrete Spying." 

This news article, which la attached, generally reoounts the story 
of the Stewe Nelson-Joseph Weinberg meeting on March 2?, 19U3j the meeting 
of Steve Nelson and Pater Ivanov and the meeting of Steve Nelson and vasslli 
Zubllin on April 10, 1&3* Harold Velde appeared before the Hooee Conedttee 
on Un-American Activities on September 17, 19U8 and attempted to give testimony 
concerning the above activities. An analysis of Velde’s statements to the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities reflects that considerable portions 
of his testimony varied from the facts as the Bureau determined them and 
the news article referred to above is similarly faulty. 

Certain statements which appear in*, the news story were not repeated, 
at least in the official record of Velde's testimony before the House 
Committee, and it is believed worth while to point these statements out t 

1. The news story states that Judge Harold H. Velde of Pekin, Republican 

nominee for Congreee and a war-time FBI special agent, was called to Washington 
"at the request of Committee Chairman J. Parnell Thomas."

According to Louis J. Russell of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, the Committee had not requested Velde's appearance, but Velds 
had indi c ated that he had information to suppler to the Committee and in e 
release to the Press prior to his appearance before the Committee stated 
that he did not desire to hamper any current investigation being conducted 
by the Bureau but felt that patriotic Americana deserved to know certain 
facts relating to the present investigation and the Committee. 


2. The news story states as followst "The OOP candidate (referring to 

Harold Velde), served on the Sm Francisco Communist squad for two years as 
a member of the 'second-story squad' which installed microphones and tapped 
telephones in older to get information from Conmunist 'Headquarters In that 
city and fran 3tejre Nelson's home," ' f

Likewise, he participated with other sound- 
trained special agents of the San Francisco Office In the installation of 
technical equipment on various telephone and microphone surveillances in the 
San Franoisoo Division. The San Francisco Offioe pointed out that inasmuch 
as Velde was assigned to technical installations during 19b3, 19Ui and 19U5, 
which installations were principally concerned with the Com rap and Cinrsd 
investigations, he would have been, familiar with all of the faots in these 
cases and with the investigation which was conducted. 


3* The news article, while relating Velde's account of the meeting 

between Joseph Weinberg and Steve Nelson Btatea as followst 

"Nelson came home around 2 a.m. and greeted Weinberg, who was 
afraid they were being watched, and insisted Kelson look for hidden 
microphones. The agent on the other end of the tap could hear them 
searching the roam, but Nelson and Weinberg finally gave up and 
deoided there was no microphone." 


With respect to the above, it will be noted that while Nelson and 
Weinberg spoke in low tones, it was not indicated that they made a search 
of the room to locate a hidden microphone and, therefore, it appears that 
there is no basis for Velde's statement to that effect. 


The news story referring to the meeting between Nelson and Weinberg 


states as followsi

with respect to the above, it is noted that the meeting between 
Nelson and Weinberg was not transmitted to the Office of Naval Intelligence 


Likewise, the Bureau did net place a surveillance on Weinberg and the Bureau 
did not determine that Weinberg was employed by the Units raity of California 
Research Laboratory. In this regard it will be observed that at the tine of 
the meeting between Nelson and Weinberg, which was covered by a technical 
surveillance, Weinberg wee identified only by the name "Joe. 0 The identifica¬ 
tion of "Joe" was effected by the Manhattan Engineer District some considerable 
time subsequent to the meeting between Nelson and Weinberg. 

5. The news story also contains a statement to the sffeot that a short 
time after the meeting between Nelson and Weinberg a man named Kheifets of the 
Russian Consulate in Son Francisco called the Russian Qnbassy in Washington * 
and asked for the Third Secretary to come to the West Coast on an urgent 
matter. With respect to this statement it will be noted that there is no 
basis for it* 

6. Referring to the meeting between Vasalli Zubilin, who 1 b the person 
referred to by Velde as the Third Secretary of the Embassy and Steve Nelson, 
the news article states as follows» 


"The third secretary from Washington contacted Nelson at his 
home and talked about getting in touch with other staff members at 
the Radiation laboratory. During this conversation, the agent tapping 
Nelson's home heard the third aeoretary count out 10 bills. Nelson 
explained, 'You eount out money like you're a banker.* The third 
secretary said that for any more information, there would be more 
money. ” 



The concluding portion of the news article sWtep that whan Judge

"The FBI never followed up the investigation to obtain convictions 
of the 150 involved, however. Judge Velde said, for some reason 
unknown to him. Before prosecutions could have been instituted, 
he said, it would have been necessaiy to get the consent of Attorney- 
General Biddle. Judge Velde understood all reports on the investi¬ 
gation were furnished to President Franklyn D. Roosevelt.

REi HAROLD HLMMEL VELDE 


On September 17, 1948, Harold Himmel Velde, a former Special Agent, 
testified under oath in an Executive Session before a Special Subcommittee of 
the Committee on Un-American Activities of the House of Representatives. 

Harold Velde was born in Tazewell County, Illinois, on April 1, 1910. 
Velde entered on duty as a Special Agent on November 16, 1942, and thereafter 
was assigned to the Salt Lake City Field Division on February 12, 1943, to the 
San Francisco Field Division on June 18, 1943, and to the Chicago Field Division 
on June 27, 1945. During the time that Velde was in active service he received 
sound and lock training. Commencing on about January, 1944, Velde was assigned 
in the San Francisco Office to work on Communist investigations and subsequently 
was assigned to technical surveillances and the maintenance of- technical plants 
which were being operated in conjunction with Communist and Russian espionage 
investigations. 

Velde resigned from the Bureau effective September 28, 1945. It 
thereafter appears that he entered the private practice of law, subsequently 
achieving the position of County Judge of Tazewell County, Illinois. At the 
time of his appearance before the House Committee on Un-American Activities it 
was indicated that he was the Republican nominee for Congress from the 18th 
District of Illinois. 

Prior to Velde's appearance as a witness before the House Co.nmittee 
on Un-American Activities local newspapers ("The Peoria Star," September 17, 
1948, and "The Peoria Journal and Transcript," September 17, 1948)carried news 
releases of Velde's contemplated appearance before the House Committee. In 
these news stories attention was called to Velde's employment with the Bureau 
during the period of the war and particularly to his assignment with the San 
Francisco Office. In the news story appearing in "The Peoria Star" on 
September 17, 1948, it was stated that Velde was assigned to the "San Francisco 
Communist squad for two years as a member of the 'second-story squad' which 
installed microphones and tapped telephones in order tp get information from 
Communist headquarters in that city and from Steve Nelfebn's home." The news 
story which appears to be predicated on statements of Ve^e recounts in an in¬ 
accurate way the story of the meeting between Joseph Woodfow Weinberg and Steve 
Nelson at which jfleeting Nelson solicited and obtained espionage data regarding 
atomic experimentation at the University of California, Radiation Laboratory. 
This meeting.'occurred on March 29, 1943, The news story refers to the fact 
that the meeting was covered through an FBI Agent who "was tending the wire 
taps on Communist headquarters and Nelson's home...." The news story also 
leaves the inference that the telephone wires of the Russian Consulate in San 
Francisco were tapped. 



In his appearance before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, Velde testified generally to the meeting between Steve Nelson 
and Joseph Yteinberg referred to above and the subsequent meeting between 
Nelson and Peter Ivanov, Soviet secretary, (Velde inaccurately testified 
that this was a meeting between Nelson and Gregori Kheifets.); the meeting 
between Steve Nelson and Vassili Zubilin, Tnird Secretary of the Soviet 
Embassy; he also attempted to give testimony concerning the activities of 
Louise Bransten, a prominent Communist member who was under investigation for 
Soviet espionage activities, andfer. Bernard Peters* a former employee at 
the -Radiation Laboratory .3 

A review of the testimony of Velde discloses numerous inaccuracies 
in it, and it will be noted that other portions of his testimony are wholly 
without any basis in fact. 



The disclosure by Harold Velde of‘investigative techniques and the 
identification by him of some of these techniques as recounted in the news 
story is bound to adversely effect the Bureau’s coverage in Soviet espionage 
cases. In this regard it is pointed out that when the House Committee’s 
report is brought to the attention of the Soviet Intelligence services they 
will be made cognizant to some extent of the nature of the coverage which 
the Bureau had. TThen reading the report of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, it will be obvious to the Soviets that Steve Nelson was thoroughly 
covered and that the Soviet Consulate in San Francisco and personnel assigned 
to this Consulate were likewise covered.

CoOTTdttee plans to reopen the investigation of the case they call the 
"Scientist X" oase. Judge John Wood has apnointed me as a committee of 
one to make some preliminary investigation rogarding what the FHT knows 
as the "Comrap" case* 



The Committee desires details oonoerning this investigation not for the 
purpose of discrediting the present Administration by any means but for 
the purpose of studying needed legislation which will make it impossible 
for 3uoh men as Adams and Nelson to operate unhampered in this country 
during peacetime. Judge Wood has promised not to reveal names of persons 
furnishing any information about th s oase to the public. I am, there¬ 
fore, writing this toadc that you as a good Amerioan citizen to cooperate 
with the Commit tee in bringing to light some of the facts which have so 
long remained hidden. There are several ways in whioh you can help* 

If you do not care to reveal you name to the publio as one of the informants, 
I am satisfied that such could be arranged. You oan either come to Washing¬ 
ton (at the expense of the Committee) or 1 oan oome out to San Francisco and 
visit with you and other former agents toreview some of the facts and 
details in this case* 


As you know, I have played a small part in the tot^l investigation and have 
forgot a lot of the facte I had personally known. The Cdmmittee does not 
feel that they oan obtain information by subpenaing such men as Steve Nelson 
and others involved*as they uniformly s eek the immunity otbtxr Constitution

New York, May 6 (AP) - Representative H. Velde (R. Ill.) said today 
that some forrar members of a wartinB Soviet espionage ring still 
are running free and are definitely a menace to this country. 

Velde a former FBI agent made his statement after testifying 
before a Federal g rand jury investigating subversive activities. 

He said the persons he referred to "definitely a re a danger to 
this country because they may 1 b spreading propaganda to overthrow 
our form of gpvemment through force and violence." 

Velde said the House Un-American Activities Committee, of which 
he is a member, has not called a number of former members of the 
alleged ring "because we have not had too many sessions." 

AS an'FBI agent Velde worked on espionage investigations on the 
West Coast. He said he told the grand jury that he did not know 
of any violations in the New York district. 

Before he entered Con ress Velde appeared before the House 
Committee as a witness in thecase of Steve helschand "Scientist X." 

Nelson, Communist Party organizer in western Pennsylvania, was 
accused of being a spy by the committee. He dienied the charge. 

Representative Richard M. Nixon (R. Calif.) agreed yesterday that 
congressional investigators should "stay out" of any espionage case 
being probed by the jury.

Mr, Velde, a former FBI agent, inserted a statement in the Congressional 
Record June 21 commenting on what he called ''attacks” on FBI Director J, Edgar ■' 
Hoover in which he said Mr, Durr had particapated. 

Mr, Velde said at that time that "the unmitigated gall of these attackets, 
if the newspaper reports be true, could only have been prompted by a fear of 
future revelation of related Communistic associations," 

Mr.Durr, a former member.of the Federal Communications Commission, said he 
had been out of the city and had just noted Mr. Velde's remarks, 

DURR ISSUES STATEMENT 

Mr. Durr commented in a prepared statement: 

"This former FBI Agent apparently finds it difficult to give up the practice 
of speculating about the state of mind of other people. 

"I have never attempted to conceal my beliefs or my actions and I can there¬ 
fore assure the Congressman that I have no cause for alarm over any true statements 
that might be contained in any report of the FBI concerning me, 

"If the Congressman is correct in his assumption and the FBI.-has l been,collect¬ 
ing information about me, .then the Congressman and Mr. Hoover have my full permissio 
to make such information public. This might serve a useful purpose.in providing one 
more sample from which the public can judge the competence and fairness of the FBI's 
investigatory techniques in the field of beliefs and association as distinguished 
from the field of criminal activities,"

Moderator was Martha Rountree, arid questions were voiced by 
Lawrence Spivak and a group of citizens. Velde was calm, 
poised and smiling throughout the entire program. He stated 
that investigation by Congressional Committees and the FBI 
has shown that the field of education is one of the main 
fields of Communist Infiltration. He said that he learned, 
during his experience In the FBI, that it is Impossible for 
this Bureau to make public the facts it assembles.

P° inted out that Velde's biography specifically 
states that he was discharged from the United States Signal Corps 
as a Private to become a Special Agent and she wondered if the 
Bureau had anything to do with obtaining this discharge. I told her 
without checking Velde's file that I was positive that such could 
never occur. I told her if she had any doubts or any question as to 
the manner in which Velde secured his discharge from the Army Signal 
Corps that the manner of the discharge could be verified by checking 
the available Army records. She stated she thought that Congressman 

I Walter would not do that but that maybe others would. She also 
indicated that the feeling was prevalent that Velde was a "psycho" 
as evidenced by his unrestrained spouting off. 

A review of Velde 's file reflects that 'he was offered an 
appointment to the position of Special Agent in the Bureau on November 
7, 1942'* In a teletype dated October 9, 1942 from the Springfield 
Division, it was pointed out that Velde was registered with the local 
board in Pekin, Illinois, that he was then classified in 3A and in 
good standing. The date for reclassification was unknown. 


After Velde entered on duty, he submitted a memorandum under 
[date of November 17, 1942 and advised that on October 22, 1942 he 
I enlisted in the Reserve Co rps of the United States Army Signal Corps 
at the Peoria, Illinois Recruiting and Induction Station and was 
subsequently assigned to a pre-electronics training course given 
under the supervision of the Signal Corps at the Burr Signal School 
in Chicago, Illinois. He said he was attending this school when he 


was notified by the Bureau that he was offered an appointment as a 
Special Agent. Upon receipt of the Bureau's telegram he adwsed that

Lieutenant suggested that he proceed to Washington, D. C. to accept 
his appointment as a Special Agent, which he did'. - Velde said he was 
submitting his memorandum, which was addressed to Mr. Clegg, to ex¬ 
plain the situation as well as to ask Mr. Clegg to find out whether 
he had been- released from the enlistment. 


It is noted in a memorandum dated December 5, 1942, the Liaison 
Section advised a request had been received from the Provost Marshal 
General's Office indicating that Velde' had applied for a position in 
the War Department as a Junior Engineer in the Office of the Commandant 
General School, Sixth Service Command, Chicago, Illinois, and the

Liaison 'Agent advised the ?rovost Marshal General's Office that Velde 
had entered on duty in the Bureau on November 16, 1942 as a Special 
Agent. 


By letter dated December 12, 1942 to the Office of the 
Commanding General of the Sixth Service Command in Chicago, Illinois, 
we advised in reply to a communication from the Office of the 
Commanding General that Velde had been appointed to the position of 
Special Agent on November 16, 1942 and was presently performing 
duties in one of the critical positions in the Bureau. We also 
stated that the Bureau would appreciate his cooperation in the matter 
and if there was any further information desired, he should not 
hesitate to call upon us. It should be noted that the letter from 
the Commanding General, which was dated November 20, 1942, simDly 
stated that it was understood that Velde had indicated he had been 
appointed a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 
verification of the information was requested in order that he could 
be discharged from the enlisted reserve corps in accordance with 
previous War Department instructions relative to Federal Bureau of 
Investigation Special Agents. This apparently refers to the agree¬ 
ment we had with the Military at that time to permit Special Agents 
of the Bureau to resign reserve commissions. 

By memorandum dated January 11, 1942 (which should probably 
be 1943) Velde advised he had received an honorable discharge from 
the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 


From the foregoing it is definitely apparent that Velde has 
misrepresented his enlistment in the Reserve Corps of the United 
States Signal Corps 3ince in his biography he gives the impression 
he was a private in the Signal Corps from 1942 to 1943 when he was 
actually in the Corps for a period of a couple of months at most. 

His statement that he received an honorable discharge in 1943 to be¬ 
come a Special Agent of the FBI is very cutely put and it would 
appear from his file that the statement is in a sense correct because 
it may well be thot Velde would hot hove been able to resign his re¬ 
serve appointment if he had not been appointed, a Special Agent of the 
Bureau and it was because of' our agreement with- the armed forces that 
the armed forces> permitted Velde to resign. Veldf's biography, how¬ 
ever, is indicative of the manner in which he has" misrepresented 
himself and hiqrassociation with the Bureau in the past.

We have received an inquiry concerning the services of 
former SA Velde from the National Conference of Bar Examiners, Denver, 
Colorado. This is in connection vith his application for admission 
to the Bar of the District of Columbia. 


Velde entered on duty 11/16/42 and served in the Salt Lake 
City, San Francisco, and Chicago Offices. He resigned voluntarily 
9/28/45 to enter the private practice Of lav. His services vere 
satisfactory. His last performance rating vas "Very Good" and comment 
vas made that he shoved initiative and resourcefulness, that he per¬ 
formed his tasks in a competent manner and discharged his responsibility 
in a resourceful and aggressive fashion. 


He returned to Pekin, Illinois, and eventually became a 
judge of the County Court. In 1948 he gave an interviev vhich 
appeared in the "Peoria Star" nevspaper, Peoria, Illinois, 9/17/48 
vhich disclosed some information concerning confidential investigative 
techniques. In addition to this, on 9/17/48 he appeared before a 
Special Sub-Committee of the House Committee on Unamerican Activities 
and gave testimony in Executive Session.

The Civil Service Commission has requested a service record 
summary on former SA Velde presumably in connection with his employment 
as an attorney-adviser, GS-15, with the General Services Administration (GSA), 

( Chicago, Illinois. We were previously advised by GSA he entered on duty with 
that agency 5/4/69 and in response to a request we forwarded his Official 
Personnel Folder. 

Velde entered on duty as SA 11/16/42 in grade CAF-9 andresigned 
9/28/45 while in CAF-11. 

Velde's services in the Bureau'Vere very gdodJ4i tfifetifila' of his 
separation. After he left the Bureau, he demonstrated a deplorable lack of 
judgment in his activities and statements. He publicly furnished information 
l concerning confidential investigative techniques of the Bureau. In September, 

V 1948, he appeared before a Special Sub-committee of the House Committee on 
lUn-American Activities and gave testimony in executive session which was 
Ireplete with inaccuracies. He was a member of Congress from Illinois from 
1949 through 1956. His biography in the 1952 Congressional Directory stated 
he had been released from the Army Signal Corps to become an Agent. 

Actually, he enlisted in the Reserve Corps of the Army Signal Corps on 
10/22/42 and was offered an appointment as SA 11/7/42. In view of his 
appointment he was allowed to resign his reserve appointment in the Army. 

( One of his assignments was with the House Committee on Un-American Activi¬ 
ties. He wa^unpopular with members of this committee in early 1953 because 
of his statement that the Committee was going to inquire into the infiltration by 
the Communist Party of religious groups. While in this capacity he made 
{ numeroiis contacts with former Bureau Agents to secure information from them. 

| In 1954 information was received that he obtained one of our espionage reports 
Ifrom the files of OSI. This incident reoeived considerable undesirable publicity.

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At the conclusion of his training period, I'r. Clegg said he was a little blunt, gave the 
impression at times as being self-centered but had shewn improvement in overcoming these 
delinquencies, was slightly above average in his class in training school and should develop 
into at least an average Agent in the field. 

On 2-12-43 he was assigned to Salt Lake City. On 3-31-43 SAC Newman rated him as FAIR 
and said his appearance was average or slightly below average, was tall, large boned and 
at first gave the impression of being somewhat rural, could be a little snappier in his 
movements and approach, his dictation was rated as fair, his reports had been very good 
for an Agent of his length of service, was average in his ability to contact law enforce¬ 
ment officers, seemed to have organized and initiated investigations quite well, had in¬ 
dicated an interest in SIS although it was believed he needed additional seasoning in the 
field before being qualified for such an assignment.

accept responsibility, had a sufficient amount of force and aggressiveness to handle his 
assignments in a proper manner, had been cooperative, thoughtful, interested in his work, 
and anxious to improve himself, average dictator, it was believed he could be utilized, 
under proper supervision, on a limited dangerous assignment, his ability in contacting law 
enforcement officials and business executives was regarded as average, organized his work 
satisfactorily and had shown also that he could initiate his own investigations, required 
average supervision, was considered average for those in his grade and the possibilities for 
his further development tcerfe, very good. 

interviewed him during In-Service in May and June 1944 and commented he made a 
al appearance, had a good, friendly personality, appeared to have sufficient 
confidence in himself and to generally be aggressive. 

On 8-30-44 SAC Pleper stated it was believed he might function satisfactorily on certain 
types of foreign assignment, under supervision. 

On 1-29-45 SAC Pieper rated him as VERY GOOD and reiterated his comments of 3-31-44. In 
addition he advised he was a very good dictator, received a rating of excellent in moot 
court, could readily be used on a dangerous assignment, his ability to handle contacts of 
law enforcement officials and business executives was Judged as a little above average, 
required less than average supervision and could perform investigative work of a fairly 
involved nature, had been utilized on a technical surveillance where he had done excellent 
work, was spending the majority of his time in assisting in the maintenance of the technical 
equipment and installations, and was being used for obtaining of information from highly 
confidential sources in connection with the Cororap investigation, had done some very good 
work in this connection, was a dependable, reliable, and competent investigator of above 
average ability, had not exhibited any executive, administrative, or supervisory ability 
but might develop these qualities with more time, was making veiy good progress, and the 
possibilities for his further development were very good. 

On 3/1/45, he was reallocated bo CAF-11, v$3S00 per annum. 

RECORD IK GRADE CAF-11, ^3800: On 3/31/45, 3AC Pieper rated him VERY GOOD and said he 
made a very good personal appearance, had a somewhat quiet and reserved personality, but 
was pleasant, cheerful and energetic, got along well with others, had a very good approach, 
was easy in his manner, well poised, conveyed a serious, businesslike and confident im¬ 
pression, and demonstrated that he possessed a very good knowledge of his duties and made 
application of his training. He showed good judgment, was alert and self-reliant, had 
initiative and resourcefulness and the ability to think out his own problems, had a suf¬ 
ficient amount of fosce. and aggressiveness to properly handle his assignments, demonstrated 
a very good attitude, <$as very cooperative, thoughtful and interested in his work, and 
there was no question as to his loyalty to the Bureau, it being noted that he volunteered 
for extra duty assignments. He appeared to be physically fit for the performance of his 
duties, had better than average ability in the use of the Bureau's camera equipment, oper¬ 
ated on both technical and physical surveillances and did a good, workmanlike job, had 
utilized pretexts, could handle contacts of a relatively delicate nature, was somewhat 
better than average in dictation, and the quality and quantity of work he performed was in 
the same category, he was an excellent witness and it was believed he could be utilized on 
a dangerous assignment. He was capable of favorably impressing those he contacted, had the 
ability to organize and initiate investigations and to plan his own work, could handle 
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assignments of a complex nature, required somewhat less than average supervision, had 
been assigned "to the Communist Squad and did a variety of work, had spent several months 
in the full-time operation of a technical surveillance, was assigned to maintenance and 

( installation work in connection with technical surveillances of the Communist Squad arei 
his services had been highly satisfactory. He had received the bureau's sound training 
course as well as the lock course, and had prior knowledge of radio and had the ability 
to construct, operate and maintain radio transmitters and receivers, and he also had 
knowledge of other forms of communication. He was regarded as being well above average 
in the sound and technical field, had volunteered for several highly confidential oper¬ 
ations involving the obtaining of information from very confidential sources and his work 
had contributed much of value, he had some knowledge of the German language largely based 
on college study, had functioned very adequately as a complaint man and participated in 
agents' conferences and submitted new ideas. He was a dependable, reliable and competent 
investigator, showed above average ability, had possibilities of developing along admin¬ 
istrative, supervisory and executive lines, was making good progress, and his future 
prospects were very good. 

In May, 1945, he requested a transfer to the Springfield Office due to personal reasons; 
however, he was advised there were no vacancies in that office and he was, accordingly, 
being transferred to Chicago. 

On 6/27/45, he was transferred to the Chicago Office. On his transfer efficiency report, 
SAC Pieper rated him VERY GOOD and stated that the comments of 3/31/45 were still appli¬ 
cable, and that he had continued to work hard, had applied himself well, and was steadily 
advancing and developing in the service. On 7/1/45, his salary was increased to $4300 per 
annum due to an increase in basic pay. 

On 8/30/45, SAC Drayton rated him VERY GOOD and said his personality was reserved yet he 
had shown a proper amount of initiative and resourcefulness in his investigations, his 
dictation was very good to excellent, he had demonstrated his ability to testify in a 
clear and concise manner, his demeanor and experience, as well as his firearms scores, 
reflected that he was capable of handling dangerous assignments as well as physical and 
technical surveillances, he had'been working on the Selective Service Squad and on Tele¬ 
meter and switchboard duty during the evening hours, which tasks he performed in a com¬ 
petent manner, and he proved to be capable of proper law enforcement cooperation. His 
work showed proper organization and initiative in his investigations, he received respons¬ 
ibility willingly and discharged the same in a resourceful and aggressive fashion and 
although he had not been utilized for supervisory or administrative work, if given the 
opportunity he would no.doubt handle such an assignment in a competent fashion. 

I By letter dated 9 / 7 / 1 %", he submitted his resignation, which became effective 9/28/45, in 
order to return to th6 private practice of law. No terminal efficiency report was sub¬ 
mitted inasmuch as his SAC advised the comments of 3/30/45 were still applicable. 

1 In March, 1943, one fl^^^^^felllinois, transmitted to the Bureau a 

newspaper clipping w^^^Rn^SSea that^^^ro^^^ent Velde was a candidate for Congress 
. from the 18th District of Illinois, and among his' qualifications there was listed that he 
had been a Special Agent of the FBI and had a Certificate o.f War Service. At that time, 
he was County Judge of Tazewell County. 
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On 9-17-48 SAC Poster of the Springfield Office advised the Bureau that a news story appeared 
in the Peoria Star, Peoria, Illinois which carried the headline "Judge Velde Flying to 
Washington to Tell of Atomic Secrets Spying". This news article recounted the story of the 
Steve Nelson-Joseph Weinberg meting on 3-29-43; the meeting of Steve Nelson and Peter Ivanov 
and the meeting of Steve Nelson and Vassili Zubilin on 4-10-43. The article stated that he 
was called to testify at the request of Committee Chairman Thomas. An analysis of Velde's 
statements to the House Committee on Un-Amerioan Activities reflected that considerable 
portions of his testimony varied from the facts as the Bureau determined them and the news 
artiole referred to above was similarly faulty. It is to be noted, that when SAC Poster 
had last talked to Velde he spoke very highly of the Bureau and indicated he held it in high 
esteem, he said that under no circumstances had he or would he ever disouss his activities 
in the Bureau, not even with his wife. SAC Poster said he appeared to be sincere and he was 
looked upon as a good contact by the Springfield Offioe. SAC Poster further tated he had an 
excellent chance of being elected to Congress. Mr. Tolson noted, "this was a direct 
violation of his oath" and that Congressman Thomas said Velde voluntarily appeared to testify.

On 10-13-48 SAC Kimball advised that Velde had access to information developed through / 
microphone, technical and physical surveillances as well as acoess to investigative reports 
contained in the COMRAP and CINRAD oases. However, a review of the technical surveillances 
and physical surveillance logs did not reflect that he had participated in those surveillances 
relating to Steve Nelson's contacts with Peter Ivanov, Vassili : Zubilin or Joseph iVeinberg 
nor did he prepare the investigative reports relating to these i,noidents. ,

By memorandum dated 10-1^*48 Mr. Clegg submitted proposed statements to be made before 
In-Service classes and if approved, before New Agent'6 ^^^^^^^jh^day they depart for 
the field. These statements pertained to former AgentsHarold H. Velde 
and summarized the pareers of these agenzs with nne Bur eaf^onel^^e^Rmony before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee and the effect of their testimony on the Bureau's' investi¬ 
gations. Mr. Tolson noted, "I think ok to cover before classes without giving the names of 
former Agents", and the Director agreed. The Director als^^ted, "use cases to point out 
vitally important espionage case as result actions and disclosure by 

Velde of confidential technique gives aid anc^^^Wrx to the forces of lawlessness 
discredit to the FBI in the eyes of decent and thinking citizens". 
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On 12-5-It8 an article appeared in the Washington Star stating that Velde would take the seat 
in the House vacated by Chairman Dirksen of the House District Committee, who did not seek 
re-election. Because Illinois was redistricted, he would represent the 18th Congressional 
District instead of the 16th which sent Mr. Dirksen to Congress. 

On 1-2U-U9 an article appeared in the Washington Post stating two Republican vacancies on the 
House Un-American Activities Committee would be filled and while Representative Martin, 
minority leader of the House declined to discuss possible appointments, it was learned that 
the Republican leadership favored Representative Harold H. Velde of Illinois and Representa¬ 
tive Francis Case of South Dakota for the two openings. 

Memorandum dated 4-1-49 from Mr, ff. B, Fletcher refloated remarks made by 
Velde over the Chicago Outlet of the Motional Broadcasting Company on 3-27-49, 
as a member of the House Un-American Activities Committee to the effect that 
that Committee would reopen some spy cases and Velde knew former Special 
Agents and he would have them come and testify as to their knowledge of spy 
activities, 

\ 

In a memorandum to the Attorney General dated 3-31-49, the Director stated 
the Bureau had been confidentially advised by separate sources that Velde 
had indicated the intentions of the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
to reopen certain espionage and Communist matters which were investigated 
by the Bureau. In furtherance of the Committee's plans, Velde, reportedly 
with the approval of Congressman lfood of that Committee (Chairman), had 
already contacted and endeavored to solicit the cooperation of two former 
Agents. Velde, claiming that he had been designated a committee of one to 
conduct a preliminary investigation, stated that the Committee's action was 
not intended to embarrass the present administration, but the action was 
taken for the purpose of studying needed legislation. Velde stated that the 
Committee could promise anonymity to those who furnished information and that 
cooperation with the Committee was urged as a duty of citizenship. The 
above data was furnished to the Attorney General for his information. 

Memorandum dated 4-S-49 from Mr. Ladd reflected he had telephonically talked 
to Mr. L. J. Russell of the House Committee on Un-American Activities in 
Mr. Tolson's absence, and Mr. Ladd advised Mr. Russell that Velde had been 
contacting numerous former Agents in an effort to secure Un-American 
Activities on the Weinberg case. Mr. Russell stated that the Committee was 
a little perturbed at rthis action and wanted to the Bureau to know that the 
Committee had not sanctioned Velde's actions and further to assure the Bureau 
that the Committee w(fuld not issue any subpoenas for any former Agents.

Memorandum dated 3-12-52 reflected that on 3-11-52, the House of 
Representatives debated and passed S. 2C77, which transferred responsibility 
for personnel-type investigations from the FBI to .the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission. The Congressional Record for that date reflected that Velde 
was very active in the debate opposing the passage of this bill. In his 
remarks, he pointed out that he was a former Agent and felt he was qualified 





to talk on the subject. Ee stated that when he was an Agent none of the 
Agents particularly cared to make this type of investigation and he wondered 
whether this was the reason for the Director 's desire to be relieved of the 
responsibility for these investigations. Velde stated he felt the FBI was 
more qualified than any other agency in the Government to handle these 
investigations. Velde further stated he would prefer that any increase in 
the investigative staff in the Government be in the F3I "whom we all trust 
and admire and respect." By letter dated 3-12-52 the Bureau thanked him 
for his commendatory remarks, and pointed out to him. the real reasons why 
the Bureau approved this legislation. 

In a letter to the Director dated 11-12-52, he thanked the Director for his 
congratulatory message upon his reelection, and said that as Chairman of 
the Un-American Activities Committee he would continue doing all in his 
power and authority to cooperate with the Director and his men. lie was 
slated to become Chairman in January, 1953) 

On 12-2-52 the Chicago Daily Tribune carried an article which reflected that 
Velde had asked Federal Judge Irving R. Kaufman, who presided at the trial 
of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, to stay the execution of the convicted 
soviet atom spies. Velde said he had urged the stay in the belief that the 
Rosenberg's could be induced to give the Government information on P.ussian 
espionage in this country. 

On 1-19-53 he was appointed Chairman of the Un-American Activities Committee 
of the House of Representatives.. In 1954 Information was received that he 
obtained one of our espionage reports from the files of OSI. 

On 7-15-57, his service record was furnished to the Director, National 
Conference of Bar Examiners, Denver, Colorado, in connection with his 
application for admission to the bar of the District of Columbia.

Lowenthal devotes two-thirds of his book 
to the Department ot Justice* Investigative 
Unit from 1908 through 1924.

On March 11, 1952, the House of Representatives 
debated and passed S . 2077, which transfers responsibility 
for personnel-type investigations from the FBI to the Civil 
Service Commission . 



The Congressional Record for that date reflects - 

that Congressman Harold H . Velde (Illinois) was very active 
in the debate opposing the passage of this bill . In his remarks, 
he pointed out that he was a former FBI Agent and felt he was 
qualified to talk upon the subject . He stated that wh en he wa s 
an FBI Aaent none of the Agents JiartiJlU.lQ.r.ly__caredto make this 
t ube of investigation and he wondered whether th is was the rea son 
for the Director 1 s desire t o be r elieved of th e.r espo nsibility 
for these investigations m Hrf'Velde stated that he /vT£ th/>~"rn T 
was more auali t'ied tharT anv other agency in the Government to handle 
t hese investigation s and that he also felt it was more important 
that a thorough investigation be made of an individual before he 
became employed by the Government rather than making 3uch an in¬ 
vestigation necessary after he had secured employment . Congressman 
Velde stated that the transfer of these cases to the Civil Service 
Commission would‘ increase the general investigative staff of the 
Federal Government, because of the necessity for additional employees 
in the Civil Service Commission and pointed out that he would prefer 
I that any increase in the investigative staff in the Government be 
[in the FBI "whom we all trust and admire and respectThe general 
.tenor of Mr . Velde's remarks was to the effect that he had more 
f confidence in the FBI than in any other investigative agency and 
for that reason desired that the bill be defeated . With the 
exception of his statement as to what he thought might be the 
reason for the Bureau’s desire to be relieved of these investigations, 
his remarks were most complimentary of the Director and of the FBI . 


RECOMMENDATION: 



In view of the remarks of Congressman Velde, it is 
recommended that the attached letter be sent t‘o him thanking him 
for his commendatory remarks and pointing out to him the real 
reasons why the Bureau approves this legislation .

.At 4:30 P.M., January 30, 1953, Representative 
Harold H. Velde (R-Illinois) was interviewed by Ted Collins 
on "The Cracker Barrel" portion of "The Kate Smith Hour" 
(N3C-TV). During the interview, Congressman Velde explained . 
the plans of the House Committee on Un-American Activities'* 4 
of which he is chairman. No mention was made of the FBI or 
of the fact that Velde is a former Special Agent. 

The following items of interest were noted: 

1. Velde stated that certain unions in defense 
plants are dominated by the Communist Party and his 
committee endeavors to expose these unions to union members 
in particular and to the public in general. He said that 
it is his hope that the National Labor Relations Board will 
refuse to recognise the rights of these CP-dominated unions 
in their negotiations. He said the result of this probably 
would be that new unions controlled by patriotic Americans 
will be formed. 

2. Ted Collins raised the issue of Dr. Jatiies B. 
Conant’s remarks concerning academic freedom. Velde said 
that his committee was not interested in destroying the rights 
and freedoms of students and teachers, but was interested 
only in discovering "overt acts contrary to our form of 
government." He said that he believes Marxism 3hould be 
taught in colleges and universities, but by teachers who are 
loyal to this country and who will point out the bad points .

The interviewing panel was composed of representatives 
of newspapers from Harvard and Yale Universities, the College 
of New Rochelle and the Editor of the National Students 
Association News. The question discussed was the proposed 
investigation by the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
which Velde heads, into Communist influence and infi ltration 
into higher education. -““ “ 

Velde was placed on the defensive immediately and 
never could straighten himself out . The interrogators were 
relentless on the point that if §uch investigations take 
place, free expression will be lost on the American campus. 

Velde kept saying that the House Committee does not intend 
to "go into" any specific school other than the schools 
openly teaching or espousing Communism. 

The matter of loyalty oaths was brought up and Velde 
said he did not necessarily agree with loyalty oaths but felt 
that any educational institution has the right to require such 
oaths of its employees, and if failure to take a loyalty oath 
costs a teacher his job, Velde opined that "no man has an inherent 
right to any job." Velde said that in addition to the House 
Committee he is not opposed to a presidential commission which 
I would assist in investigating the Communist influence on the 
IAmerican campus. He said that such a commission would undoubtedly 
I utilise the FBI as an investigatory body.
